If men who labor come to know 
Mr. Taft and study what he has done 
for their Interests they will wonder 
how there could be any sincerity in 
mpt by the Democratic party 
to prejudice labor against him. 

Take the Narramore personal In- 
Jury case in Ohio which when consid- 
ered should forever set at rest all thia 
manufactured talk for political effect 
charging Mr. Taft with beiug the 
"father of government by Injunction." 
Judge Taffs decision in the Narra- 
more case when he was on the bench 
has been of tremendous benefit to em- 
ploye as against employer In Ohio In 
personal Injury cases. 

The facts of the Narramore casa 
are these. Early in 1*99 Narramora 
was a brakeman on the Big Four 
road. One day while ut work his foot 
caught In an unblocked frog. A 
train came along and he was maimed 
for life. The railroad refused to do 
anything for him and bis wife and 
children dependent upon him for sup- 
port. Narramore sought the aid of 
the courts. 

Ohio law held that tho frog should 
not have been left open and court* 
generally held that an employe know- 
ing that his employer was in the habit 
of disobeying a, law Intended for the 
employe's protection by continuing at 
work assumed the risks of the em- 
ployment. The Judge before whom 
the case was tried promptly dismissed 
the complaint. 

On appeal the rase reached tha 
United States Court of Appeals, and 
came before Judge Taft. Judson Har- 
mon argued very masterfully for the 
railroad, but the Republican candi- 
date for President went squarely 
against Ohio court precedents and of 
courts in many other parts of the 
country in rendering a decision in fa- 
vor of Narramore. In his decision 
Judae Taft said: 

"The Intention of the Ohio Legis- 
lature was to protect the employes of 
railways from Injury from a frequent 
source of danger by compelling the 
railway company to adopt a well 
known safety device.

This is disclosed by the falling 
off In the gross earnings or the rail- 
ways, as well as by the receipts of 
the government. It required some 
months for the railways to pull down 
operating expenses to compensate the 
reduction in gross earnings and bring 
net earnings into a corresponding 
proportion. This is being accom- 
plished, in many cases, by the dis- 
charge of competent employes and 
tho reduction of wages. Every such 
event diminishes the consuming pow- 
er or the country and tends to accen- 
tuate the evil of diminished produc- 
tion nnd stagnant trade. 

The influence of the election of Mr. 
Brvan would be disturbing to the 
business community. Whether there 
Is justice in tho distrust which is felt 
for Mr. Bryan is not the practical 
question, it la a question of fact.
